CHINESE BILL OVEK THE VETO, MANY OF 
THEM BEING SECRETLY PLEASED. 

Special Dispatch to The Chucago ‘fribune. 
Wasuinoroy, D. C., April 5.—The Senate 
today by a vote of 29 yeas to 21 nays decided 
that the Chinese bill should not be passed 
over the President's veto. A majority of the 

Republicans, for reasons which were not ex- 

actly apparent, but which, most manifestly, 

were not the reasons assigned by them, de- 
sired to avoid voting upon the bill at present, 
and supported Mr. Sherman in his motion to 
have the bill referred to the Committee on 

Foreign Affairs, Inasmuch as the only 

constitutional question that could de 

put, even if the bill should have 
been referred to the Committee on 

Foreign Affairs, after it should nave been 

again reported, “Shall the bill pass, not- 

witirs the .objections of the Presi- 
dent?” it is difficult to see what object was 
to be accomplished by the reference. There 
were, however, precedents for a reference, 
as Vice-President Dayis indicated. The only

could be made is that the consideration 

which a committee would give the bill would 

be in the consideration required by the 

Constitution. The reasons assigned by the 

Republicans, however, for weir attempt 

to secure this reference were disin- 

genuous. Senator lngalis, in a clean-cut, 


incisive, pithy speech, showed there was 
no good reason for it, and the proper 
course to pursue was to vote upon the bill.

Gen. Humphrey, formerly Chief Engineer

ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO DELAY A PUB- 
LIC IMPROVEMEN r. : 

Tue TRIBUNE publishes in another col- 
ump an abstract of the quo-warranto pro- 
ceeding commenced by Attorney-General 
McCartney on the relation of one person— 
and he not an owner of property on La 
Salle street—agalnst the Board of Trade and 
the City of Ohicago, for the alleged purpose 
of testing the legality of the ordinance of the 
Council vacating La Salle street between 
Jackson and Van Buren. Although the 
local columns of this paper announced some 
days ago that stich a proceeding would be 
commenced, many were inclined to doubt 
the correctness of the statement. Several of 
the property-owners who conceived them- 
selves injured by the vacation of the street 
had carried the case to the Supreme Court, 
which body had given an elaborate de- 
elsion, declaring that they had received no 
such injury as authorized them to appear 
in court, and it was expected that the unan- 
imous concurrence of the Judges in this 
opinion would puta quietus on these at- 
tempts to obstruct the Board of Trade in the 
erection of its new building. This belief 
was strengthened, too, by the public deelara- 
tion of one of the géntlemen who had been 
most prominent in opposition to the removal 
of the Board of Trade that he should take 
no further steps in the matter, and should 
counsel all who had been associated with 
him to act likewise. It appears, however, 
that there are some property-owners who are 
so anxious to keep up a corner on rents in 
the vicinity of the present Chamber of Com- 
meree Building that they have succeeded in 
inducing one person, whois but remotely in- 
terésted in the matter, if interested at all, to 
come foward as relator and oppose himself 
to the almost unanimous wish of the 2,000 
members of the Board of Trade and to the 
public sentiment of the entire business com- 
munity. 

It is difficult to see what object there can 
bein this proceeding except to delay the con- 
struction of the Board of Trade Building, to 
incommode its membership, to hamper thé 
owners of property at the south end of La 
Salle street,’ who are just on the verge of im- 
provma their real estate by the erection of 
costly structures, and to create a feeling of 
distrust and uncertainty, which will unsettle 
the ‘values of land in 4 large portion of 
the South Side. On one side there are either 
the desires of a few men to keep up the exor- 
bitant rents of their property, which they fan- 
cy will be reduced by a removal of the board, 
or the factious obstinacy of beaten litigants, 
and on the other the desires of the great com- 
mercial body of Chicago and the permanent 
interests of the business of the city. Nor is 
that the only element which, is arrayed on 
the side of the Board of Trade in this con- 
test. Thousands of workmen have been 
looking forward with impatience to the mo- 
ment when all obstacles would be removed, 
and the work of construction would com- 
mence on a grand scale in the vicinity of the 
Michigan Southern depot. They have ex- 
pected that during this summer dozens of 
buildings, some of them of enormous propor- 
tions, would be contracted for, furnishing 
employment to stonecutters, bricklayers, car- 
penters, and thousands of other artisans. 
They will not look with favor on the attempt 
of any one to throw them out of work on the 
strenath of some mere technicality. 

There are no law questions of importance 
to be settled. There is no reason for any 
more litigation. The recent opinion of the 
Supreme Court covered every vital point. 
It decided that the persons who commenced 
legal proceedings last year had no grievance. 
That the Council had a right to vacate a 
street as well as to open one was decided 
long ago. All the meritorious questions 
which ean possibly be involved have been 
decided OVér atid over again. All that can 
be aceomplished by. rushing into the courts 
is delay, procrastination, and injury to a 
great project, the frustration of which will 
harm the welfare of the city and thousands 
of its hardworking laboring-men. 

The Attorney-General, whose name -is 
signed to the bill, telegraphed yesterday 
direeting that it be not filed until his arrival 
here today. Ile doubtless received informa- 
tion which convineed him that the use of his 
name might be a mistake. His request, how- 
ever, was strangely disregarded. When he 
comes to investigate the subject more 
thoroughly, as he doubtiess will, he will not 
unlikely become. convinced that it is one 
with which the chief law officer of the State 
has nothing to do, and wil! accordingly strike 
his name off the bill, and leave the relator 
aud the unknown property-owners who have 
pushed him forward as their representative 
out in the cold.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL AND ITs CRITICS 

We print in another column a letter which 
Mr. D. J. Jenne, editor of the Sterling (III.) 
Guzette, has written to the Springfield ( Mass.) 
Republican in opposition to the Hennepin 
Canal improvement. We réprint this letter 
to enable the people of Illinois to discover 
how warped, prejudiced, and selfish some 
people are. In this case they are willing to 
range themselves in antagonisin to an im- 
provement of great Nationa! Importance and 
of much value to the State of Illinois because 
they fancy that it will reduce the water-power 
in summer. in and about Sterling, of which 
there is probably ne danger. How little the 
people of Illinois sympathize with this local 
prejudice is evident from the fact that the 
editor of the Sterling Gazette seeks a hearing 
in a narrow-minded, illiberal country news- 
paper of Massachusetts, which has no con- 
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field Repubtican, whoever he may be, is ap- 
parently unawaro it the Erie Canal 
were closed. lis abandohment would result 
in a giant combination of all the trunk-line 
railroads, constituting a vast monopoly, 
which could overcharge the people of the West 
in the most ruinous manner. The competitive 
service of the lakes and Erie Canal, forming 
a through route from the West to the sen- 
board, cannot be estimated by the amount of 
treight actually transported by water, but 
must be determined by the advance in 
freights which would mevitably follow the 
withdrawal of the water competition. The 
Springfield Republican man does not ap 
pear to possess brains enough to understand 
that, but every thinking person does under- 
stand it and knows that the public would be 
taxed by the railroads to the extent of many 
millions annually in addition to present 
charges if they were not restrained by the 
water routes. Even the IIlinois & Michigan 
Canal and the IIlinois River, though com- 
paratively insignificant in the facilities they 
afford now, exercise a great restraining in- 
fluence upon at least four great railroads 
running south and west, and if enlarged to 
the dimensions of a good barge canal, con- 
necting the lakes with the Mississippi, would 
become a permanent and important check 
upon railroad rapacity between the lakes and 
the Mississippi. The benefits of such a con- 
dition would be shared by the Kast and West, 
by producers and consumers alike. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, one of the 
newspapers which is opposed to everything 
tending to benefit Chicago,is continually 
howling for a system of Mississippi-River 
improvement that will cost at least $100,000,- 
000 of Government monéy and then fail to 
accomplish the end in view. It is also very 
much concerned by the apprehension that 
the enlargement of the Illinois & Michigan 
Canal will follow the construction of the 
Hennepin Canal, and that Chicago may pos- 
sibly enjoy an incidental benefit by having 
its sewage washed by the waters of Lake 
Michigan into the Guif of Mexico. Suppose 
there was a natural waterway of ample di- 
mensions in existence connecting St. Louis 
with the great lakes, would the Globe-Demo- 
crat advocate the closing thereof in order to 
cut off drainage facilities from Chicago? In 
such case would the Globe-Democrat 
think that eren $20,000,000 (which the 
railroads would gladly pay into the 
United States Treasury to have such a water- 
way closed up) would compensate the coun- 
try for the loss of such dommunication and 
of the competition it would provide? The 
Globe-Democrat would denounee such a 
proposition as an outrage upon St. Louis and 
the whole country. But by a parity of 
reasoning it will be a good investment to 
spend even $20,000,000 in order to provide a 
steamboat canal connecting the lakes and the 
Mississippi River, if the work would cost that 
amount of money. That connection would 
be vastly more valuable to the people of the 
entire West, including St. Louis, than would 
be the leveeingof any equal stretch of the 
river anywhere between New Orleans and 
St. Louis. There are very few people besides 
the editors of the St. Louis Globe Democrat, 
Springfield Republican, and Sterling Gazette 
who will object to the proposed improve- 
ment on the ground that it may incidentally 
hélp Chicago. 
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NATURALIZED IRISH CITIZENS IN EN- 
GLISH PRISONS. 

The meeting held in New York on Mon- 
day last to protest against the imprisonment 
of Irishmen without trial by the British Gov- 
efnment who claim to be American Citi- 
zens was very largely attended, and its pro- 
ceedings were earnest though somewhat in- 
temperate inspeech. Addresses were made 
by Mayor Grace, Sunset Cox, ex-Speaker 
HKandall, Congressman Orth of Indiana, and 
others, and letters of sympathy were read 
from a large number of politicians in and 
out of Congress. The sentiment of the meet- 
ing may be briefly expressed as concentrating 
itself in the demand that the “suspects ”’ 
who are alleged to be American citizens 
shall have a speedy trial, and that they shall 
not be deprived of their personal freedom 
without an opportunity of showing their in- 
nocence. Joined to this there was 4 whole- 
sale and very intemperate onslaught made 
upon the President and the American Min- 
ister and the American people for alleged 
“British flunkeyism,” which was in bad 
taste, and there was mach pf virulent bom- 
bast, such as might be expected from dema- 
goe speakers sesking to fre the Irish 
heart,“ which was equally in bad taste, but 
counts for nothing. Of this character are 
such resolutions as the following: 


Resolved, That, in the la age of President 
Madison's message, Jan. 1, Idi, Our modera- 
tion and conciliation [toward England] have had 
no other effect than to encourage her ver- 
ance ahd to gy pretensions”; that 
then, as now, * We d our citizens thé daily 
victims of ner lawless violenee ; that, in the 
words of Thomas Jefferson, In spite of treaties 
Eugtand is still our enemy”; that profes- 
sions of friendship she now makes to Us are a 


“ee ublic. 
ved, That the flunkeyiam which airs it- 
self in Angliciged circies in this country—the 
affectation for English ways, the deference for 
Euglish opinion, the aping of Engiish manners 
—is to be viewed as the manifestation of a 
bastard Americanism which is at enmity with 
democratic institutions; that it is entirely for- 
eign to the spirit of the fathers; it has (to 
our humiliation be it sa emasculated the 
etergies of official life, Which 
serted American rights with di 
ness; and that, if not vigordusly throttied by 
the genius of the Republic, may sap the founda- 
tions and change the very form of the Gov- 
ernment itself. 7 

It is much more to the purpose in an af- 
fair of this kind to consider carefully and 
act calmly than to fly off at a tangent and 
make the ¢ause and the country ridiculous. 
If there are any American citizens now ina 
British prison it is because they choose to 
remain there rather than accept the condi- 
tions upon which they have been offered 
their liberty. It is understood that of the 
seven imprisoned four have been released 
uheonditionally, and the other three were 
promised their liberty if they would leave 
the country. As they have refused to ac- 
cept the condition, all that remains for this 
country now to do, if it be true that they are 
American citizens, is to detnand that they 
shall have a fair and prompt trial upon the 
charges made against them. We have Mr. 
Gladstone's own words for it that our Gov- 
ernment is not idle in this matter, and that 
négotiations are actively goiig on looking to 
their release or trial. i 

The reason why there was not an instant 
protest from the Government on this matter 
and why an indignant demand did not at 
onee go up in Congress and out of Congress, 
in the press and in publie meetings. was be- 
cause the opinion generally prevailed that 
these naturalized Irishmen went to Ireiand 
to interfere with British law and to meddle 
with matters which, in plain words, were 
none of their business if they are American 
bitirens; that they were doing what a native 
American or a naturalized German or Scan- 
dinavian visiting Ireland would not do; and 
that in some way ey had ifitermeddied in 
the “no-rent” quarrel between the Parnell 
Land-Leaguers and the British Government, 
and had been jailed in consequence. These 


have been so slew in moving, and it is use- 
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| would save them if they were caught inter- 
meddling in Irish-British affairs. 

Assuining that these opinions are correct, 
or even partially so, and that the English 
Government has arrested them upon sus- 
picion, there is still a right which the Amer- 
ican people have in the premises. The En- 
glish Government must either let them go or 
try them according to law. This it has not 
done. Whatever these men may be guilty 
of, they are entitled toa fair public trial, and 
the English Government has no right to 
seize them upon mere suspicion and keep 
them in prison indefinitly, but must allow 
them a fair, open trial, with witnesses, coun- 
sel, and jury. If they have been guilty 
of a breach of English law and a jury 
finds them guilty, then they should be pun- 
ished, If they are not guilty, then they 
should be discharged. This is as far as the 
American people care to go in their demand, 
and they have an unquestioned right to 
press that demand and have it obeyed. 

Mr. Lowell may or may not be justly 
charged with lack of zealin behalf of the 
suspects, but that is apart from the main 
question. If they are not American citizens, 
as the English aliege, let them show it on a 
trial. If they are American citizens, then 
try them according to law or release them at 
once. 

If a half-dozen Englishmen had been ar- 
rested in this country upon suspicion of 
violating our laws, and had been kept in jail 
five or six months without a trial, Great 
Britain would loudly protest against it, and 
demand that they be either tried or released, 
and we could make no defense of our course 
in detaining them untried. Under our treaties 
we should have no right to hold them with- 
out a trial, however strong the suspicions 
might be against them. In a similar posi- 
tion, the English Government has ho more 
rights than our own, It is the duty of the 
President to say to the English Governinent 
courteously but firmly that this country will 
not permit their imprisonment any longer, 
and that it must be established whether they 
are guilty or innocent. lf they are inno- 
cent they must be released. If they are 
guilty let that fact be proven to the satisfac- 
tion of twelve jurors according to British 


law.

DO AMERICANS WANT A MENIAL CLASS 
OF COOLLES! 

The discussion of the Chinese question may 
be approached from many different points of 
view. Tue Tammo has not and never has 
had any sympathy with the exclusive spirit of 
labor unions which would shut out from a 
fair competition laborers of any degree be- 
longing to this country who had come here 
to cast in their lot with our own people, for 
better or for worse.

Séeventh—They bring the traits of a people 
submissive to despotism and alien to us in re- 
ligion, traditions, and beliefs. 

tignth—They come to establish a serf system, 
a cheerfully-enlisted, seif-compélied, con- 
tented serfdom among us, when we want no 
— and despise the man who is willing to be a 
sert. { 


The last objection cited is the most potent 
ofall. The real question is, whether we de- 
sire à servile or meulal class in thé United 
States. The Chinese come to this country 
under time contracts made with the Six 
Companies.” The companies hire them, ship 
them * collect their earnings while here, 
divide with them, and at the end of a fixed 
period of serfdom takd them back again to 
China to enjoy the money they carry off. 
There is nothing in our laws or the genius of 
our institutions (since slavery was abolished) 
which contemplates the residence among us 
of a menial labor-class. It has been the 
beast of our civilization that all men are 
created free and equal”; and that the high-

would not be citizens. They would be a 
servile class, cheerfully accepting the badge 
of servitude, doing the Work that no other 
class could do at their prices, and utterly re- 
jetting our civilization, religion, and modes 
of thought and life. They would be not 
merely & menial class, but a floating popula- 
tion, coming and going as the Chinese “Six 
Companies should bid them, never remain- 
ing in the country long enough to be affected 
by American ideas, and taking back with 
them to China nothing that belonged to us 
except our money and our contentment, 

lf mere were as many Chinese in the coun- 
try now as there are negroes, the former, not 
having the ballot, would be no better than 
serts. They would occupy a position similar 
to that of the Helots of Sparta, who, like the 
Chinese of our day, were employed on great 
public works and performed all kinds of 
domestic labor. We want tio Helots in 
America. What we do want is a homo- 
geneous, elastic, liberty-loving, progréssive 
population, in which there shail be no dis-

FREE TRADE IN COOLIES. 

The message of the Acting President ve 
toing the Chinese Restriction bill takes ultra- 
grounds. It attacks not only the twenty- 
year period of suspension, but the principle 
of the bill. It in effect insists on free trade 
in Mongolians. In so doing it also assails 
the principles of the Republican party as 
enunciated in the platform of 1880 and the 
inaugural of its martyred President. The 
amended treaty with Chiba was ratified by 
President Garfleld May 9, 1881. That treaty 
was concluded for the express purpose of 
procuring a limitation or suspension of Chi- 
nese coolie immigration. It contains the 
following clause: | 
~ Whenever, in the opinion of the Government 
of the United States, the coming of Chinese la- 
borers to the United States, or their residence 
therein, affects or threatens to affect the inoter- 
ests of that country, or to r the good 
order of the said country, or of any locality 
within the territory reot, Government of 
China agrees that the Goverament of the United 
States may regulate, limit, or suspend such 
ws mg 1 residence, but may not absolutely 
pro i 


The veto message may be construed to 
mean that the Acting President is opposed 
to any restriction, limitation, or suspension 
of immigration from China exrept at the 
port of San Francisco, and would have the 
limitation there enforced only against the 
lowest class of Chinesé day-laborers, and 
against them for a very brief period. 

The position assumed by the Acting Presi- 
dent at once raises the inquiry whether there 
is an active demand for Mongolian labor in 
the States east of the Rocky Mountains.

A pDkEctsion of considerable importance 
bearing upon the question of bank taxation has 
receatiy been rendered by the United States 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of New 
York. Suit bad been brought by the assignee 
of certain stockholders in the National Ex- 
change Bank of Albany to recover taxes to the 
amount of 662.000, which had been paid to the 
County of Albany from 1873 to 1878 under a State 
law. It was set up that these taxes were ille- 
gaily collected because the State statute vio- 
lated a restriction of the National law iu re- 
fusing to allow the sharehoider to deduct the 
amount of his debts from the shares of stock 
owned by him in as¢ertaining the taxabie value 
of such shares. The United States Circuit 
Court held that the State law was inoperative 
only in so tar as it was in conflict with the 
United States law, and that the shareholders in 
paying the assessed tax forfeited the restriction 
of the United States law except in so far as they 
demanded the privilege of deductmg their debts 
from the value pf the Nationai-bank stock. 
Only one of the applicants for a refunding of 
the money paid was found to have made this 
demand, and hence he alone was given a judg- 
ment for the taxes he had paid. It was heid 
that the others had no claim for the return of 
the money. It is only another illustration of 
the fact that it is exceedingly difficuit to get 
back taxes that have once Been paid, no matter 
what the conditions may be.

St. PEteRsBUre, April 4—The reprievéd 

Nihilists have to thank Gen. Ignatieff in 

great measure for their escape from capital 

punishment. He had even hoped to save 

Soukhanoff, and might have succeeded had 

not the fresh Ninilist movement at Odessa 

rendered his efforts unavailing. Even before 
the trial Ignatieff had decided to deal merei- 
fully with the prisoners. The Emperor also 
inclined to leniency, but among his sub- 
ordinates Gen. Ignatieff met with & great 
deal of reristance. He suceeeded, however, 
without much difficulty in rescuing two con- 
demned women and two men, who were the 
least deeply implicated, though he then 
feared he would de unable to accomplish 
more. He stili persevered with his work of 
merey. Just then Victor Hugo’s toast, pub- 
liély thanking the Emperor for reprievinz 
five of the prisoness, appeared im the papers. 

These words were an inspiration to Gen. 

Iguatieff. He immediately communicnted 

them to the Emperor, Who seemed mueh 

Hattered by them. He then resolved to 

make ahother effort on behalf of the five un- 

fortunates stili unpardoned, and after con- 
sulting with Prinee Demidoff, of San Donato, 
he determined to have récourse onc’ more to 

Vietor Hugo’s mediation. The Prince left 

for Paris without delay with a fetter of in- 

troduction to Mme. Edmond Adam, who had 
been his guest in St. Petersburg. 
VICTOR HUGO'S MEDIATION. 

Through this lady he Was placed in com- 
munication with the poet. The Prince ar- 
rived in Paris on Sunday morning. On Mon- 
day evening he started for St. Petersburg, 
bearing a letter from Vietor Hugo to the Em- 
perbr. No Sddiier had he read the niissive 
than, to the intense surprise of the courtiers, 
the Czar granted pardon to five more prison- 
ers. Thus only Lieut, Soukhanoff was ex- 
eluded from the benefit of the imperial elem- 
ency. Being an officer his erime was consid- 
ered exceptionally heinous.

Would have had 
his pardon read to him on the very place of 
his intended exécution, as he stood with his 
eyes bandaged awaiting death. All the neéc- 
essary arrangements to this effect had been 
made when news came of the assasination of 
Gen. Strelnikoif at Odessa.

— 15 and the shame of 
all good men, it was dec favor of a cor- 
rupt City Goverument. Meu were elected yes- 
terday to make laws for this great city for tbe 
ensuing two years in wnose bands no conscien- 
tious citizen, no shrewd businessman, would 
intrust his business interests for a day. 

Besides the ordinary questions — vitally 
concern the citizens uf this municipality, there 
are extraordinary issues to be decided by the in- 
coming Council the present year. Questions in 
which the interests of great corporations like 
the steam horse car railways and gus com- 
panies clasb with the best interests of the city 
must be decided. Ine question whether the sa- 
loons shall bear their just proporuon of the bur- 
dens of tuxation to carry on the City Govern- 

ment and support a police force their existence 
renders more imperative; the question whether

Until then rich corporations will 
continue to buy voters by the wugeu-ivead, as 
they do swine. Demagogs will berd them as 
they do cattie; and the bouest and respectabie 
citizen, disheartened and disgusted, will refuse 
to be debased by office rascais only can obtain, 
and stay away from the polis where their votes 
count for notu

Intention of the ‘Trunk-Line Advisory

The Evener-Rebates on Live- stock 
Shipments to Be Paid Hereafter by 
Commissioner Fink. 

Commissioner Fink announces that a new ar- 
rangement regarding the payment of the 
eveners rebates has been made. A rebate of 10 
cents per 100 pounds on live-stock shipments is 
allowed to stock shippers of condition that they 
allow the joint stock agents at the various 
Western points to ship the cattle over any road 
they choose, thereby enabling him to even up 
the business according to the live-stock pool 
pércentages amoug the various roads. This 
rebate heretofore was paid by the various roads 
direct to the shippers. Under the new arrange- 
ment the rebate money is no longer to be paid 
to shippers by the roads, but the money is to be 
forwarded regularly to Commissioner Fink, and 
he is to pay to shippers the amounts due them 
when properly verified by the joint stock agents. 

It is understood that this change was caused 
by the discovery of the fact that some of the 
roads were not maintaining the agreement, but 
were giving special inducements to certain 
shippers for trailic over their lines. This can- 
not be done under the new arrangement, as 
Commissioner Fink will the rebates only 
* the certificates of the joint stuck agents. 

The stock shippers wili be anything © but 

— with this arrangement. Not only that 
t prevents them from secu! 8 al rates or 

privileges, but it will also subject them to con- 

siderabie delay and annoyance in gett their 
money. 

It is elaimed by shippers that this rebate busi- 
ness is a source of great annoyance to them, 
and they agree that the railroads could just as 
weil do away with the rebate and charge WW cents 
less on live stock and get just as much money as 
— — now. The railroads, however, contend 

this they would not be able to maintain 

rely ve stock pool. tur shippers would select 
certain roads and give them all their business. 
True the traffic couid not b evened up among 
the various pool liues. and the only way in which 
they could effect an equalization of tne business 
would be by making the roads running abeud to 
pay over the differences to the 8 running 
behind in money. and this would give them far 
more trouble than the present arrangement. 


The Ines Railroads and the New 
Classification. 

The Illinois Raiiroad- Rate Association was to 
have held a meeting yesterday at St. Louis for 
the purpose of discussing the new classification 
recently adopted by the Illinois Railroad and 
Warebouse Commissioners and to decide upon 
a course of action regardingit. It is duubiful, 
however, whether the meeting, if it came off, 
was able to take any action in the matter, as 
nove of the Chicago roads have seut representa- 
tives to that city. The Chicago roads seem to be 
at a loss to determine what action is besi to be 
taken in the matter. Some of the lines urge 
that the roads refuse to adopt the new ciassili- 
cation.

Projected Extensions in Wisconsin

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


A New Anecdote of the Martyred Presi- 
dent. 

The following interesting scrap of history is 
furnisbed Tue Taipuns by an old resident of 
Chicago, ap ex-Judge, and himself au actor iu 
the event he describes. It is now given to the 
public, it is believed, for the first time: 

When the opposition to the extension of 
slavery had crystaitlized in the North into a new 
political party—the Kepubiican—it found in the 
North itself the most talented and dangerous 
evemy the rising spirit of universal liberty had 
to overthrow. In the person of Stephen A. 
Dougias the South and siavery-extension had a 
giant indeed to fight their battles in the very 
strongholds of liberty. Eloquent, genial, and 
popular, but wily ane unscrupulous, with 
a Presidential ambition which consumed all 
before it and sank all moral consideradons 
in its absorbing pursuit, his hold upon the popu- 
lar heart of the North, and particularly of IIll- 
nois, boded no good to the cause of human lib- 
erty; and it was wisely determined to first of all 
overthrow this champion of slavery. In 1865 a 
new Senator was to be elected from this State, 
and Douglas was at once put forward as the 
candidate of the “squatter sovereignty” Do- 
mocracy. The leaders of the newly-formed Ke- 
publican party instinctively turned to “ Old 
Abe as the üttest man in the State to contest 
the position with him, and he was sent for to 
meet a few prominent men in Chicago to ar- 
range the conduct of the campaign and decide 
upon che proper course to be pursued in the in- 
evitable debate in prospect. meeting took 
place at the old Tremont House, and a very full 
attendance of as | principal men of the city and 
State was gecure 

It will be remembered that Douglas and Bu- 
chanan greatly differed in their views of Demo- 
cratic ductrine and policy, and after much de- 
bate it was the general sense of the meeting 

as Buchanan was the bead of the Demo- 
cratic party, bis views should be regarded as the 
true Democratic doctrine, and beace in the com- 
ing contest Mr. Dougias should be beld respon- 
sibie for them. Aud the debate shouid be con- 
ducted in seer to these sentiments in utter 
disregard of tne fact that — utterly repu- 
diated them, and hence could not in fact or in 
justice be regarded as bolding them. After 
much talk bad gone round, Mr. Lincoln 
was called upon to give * vlews 
of the matter. It is impossible now to 
quote bis exact language or give any 
correct statement of the indescribable manner 
of the man ashe siowly elevated his 8 
frame above his fellows who filled the hall 
can only give 22 substance of the address: 
“ Gentiemen,” said he, “you have put me for- 
ward in this contest without any solicitation on 
my part, and I am here at your request. Itisa 
matter I do not care particularily about, and 1 
am of the opinion you have made a mistake in 
selecting me as your candidate. I cannot enter 
this debate nor conduct it upon the principles 
you propose. They are wrong iu principie and 
faise in fact. and I have never yet been 
able to advocate a cause with any success 
which did not believe had justice 
and truth upon my side.

an; bence it would be unfair and unjust to bim 
to so regard him. Besides, lam conviuced it would 
place me in a ridiculous light before the people 
to be continually re shying to arruments and 
overthrowing — 21 which it is notorious my 
opponent does not assume. Nothing would give 

r. Dougias so easy a victory as such a false 
and dishonest course on my part. No, gentie-

BARON STRUVE. 


The BRussian Minister to Washington 
Passed Tiarough the City Yesterday. 
The Baron de Struve, who bas recently been 

appointed by the Russian Government as its 

Minister at Washington, passed through Chicago 

yesterday. Baron de Struve bas for some years 

represented Russia at Tokio, Japan, whence be 
was assigned to Washington. He arrived in 

San Francisco ten days ago, and came through 

over the Union Pacific and Chicago & North- 

westeru Roads. The Pullman hotel car inter-

Baron de Struve is a tall, rather stout gentie- 
man with gray bair and whiskers, and looks 
more like a Frenchman than a Russian. He wag 
vorn in St. Petersburg in 1835. He is the young- 
est son of the ceiebrated astronomer Struve, 
who is weil known to the scientific worid through 
his discoveries. Struve Sr. gave all his sons a 
scientific training. The eldesi brother of the 
new Minister. Otto Struve, is the Director of the 
Observatory of Pielkowa, near St. Petersbirg, 
which is counted une amongst most ceic- 
brated observatories in Europe. Charles Struve, 
the Minister, graduated at the University of St. 
Petersburg, in the mathematical faculty, with 
the bigbest honors, and received a gold medal 
for merit. Although ho bad received a purely 
scientitic education, de nevertheless preferred 
diplomacy to science, and entered the service 
of the Foreign Office. Young Struve's energy 
and ability very soon called attention to bim. 
and be soon filled several important missions 
| ia Middle Asia and Western Siberia. Finally 
tbe was appointed yon — agent in 
Turkistan under Gen. ufman, and while 
there took part in all the military ex- 

ons. and was taken prisoner and 
eld in Samankand for seven months, expecting 
from day to day to be put to death by the sav- 
age Tashkendsans. After his release be took 
part in the ee to Khiva, and carried on 
negotiations with the Khan. The resyit of those 
negotiations was so successful that it was 
spoken of in all the European — * In 1873 
he was appointed Chargé d’Affa to Japan; 
1875 he was promoted to Minister Resident at 
Japan, andin 1876 again n to Minister, 
being the first Russian nister ever appointed 
to Japan. Ch. Struve holds the title of Fiof- 
meister of H. I. R. M. household. His wife is a 
daughter of Gen. Ankinhoff, former aid-de- 
camp of the late OUzar. The appointment of 
Baron de Struve has been received with lively 
satisfaction in Washington, and there is no 
doubt that the new Minister will understand 
how to foster the friendly reiauons which bave 
always existed between Russia and the United 


States.

THE MISSISSIPPI FIEND. 


Supreme Folly of Confinine the Great 
River’s Ficods Within Silt and sand 
Walis—Disastrous Result of the Ex- 
periment in Impounding the Po. 

Cincinnati Commercial, April 4. 

The, attempt to engineer a leak in the Treas- 
ury of the United Statesin proportion to the 
dimensions of the Mississippi Rivor has not been 
| abandoned in consequence of the great flood, 
but there is an effort to intensify the enterprise 
upon the theory that more extensive levees 
might have prevented the disaster that has 
overtaken the low country. And this aggrava- 
tion of the fraudulent scheming is natural, for 
people foolish enough to believe in the doctor- 
ing of the great river proposea by Eads and 
others, and ina ship railroad across Southern 
Mexico, would consent to anything. 

That portion of the people of the United 
States who retain their facuities to an extent 
that enables them to have a preference to re- 
main dry w there is a rainfall, know that the 
way to relieve a monstrous river of its floods is 
Herr, its outiets, partially dam it at the 

and narrow the c -

over the State of Arkansas and pouring over the 
Mississippi levees into the come eg River at 
that point, and at other places the levees have 


been cut in order to let the water run back into 
the Mississippi River. Now, for the sake of 
common sense, let us state the case cleariy. 

The Mississippi Commission pose to con- 
fine this great sea of water, reaching from Cairo 
to below New Orieans, within the narrow com- 
pass of 3,00u feet in width, by means of high and 
strong levees. Now, don't let Congress ask this 
Commission how high this confinement would 
raise the level of the river surface, for they 
would only evade the question or give an ab- 
surd answer; for instance, that the water, being 
confined, would run away faster—wbhen every- 
body knows water will run faster between banks 
of water than between banks of mud or levees; 
but let each person figure for bimself ou the 
subject. Allow these waters, as they now exist, 
from Cairo down to the Guif, the minimum av- 
erage depth of five feet across on forty miles 
width, and we have a hight of water between 
these mud walls, between these parallel banks of 
idiocy, three hundred and fifty-two feet high. 
Would waterrun into the Mississippi against 
this hicht? On the cootrary, in preference, 
would it not run backwards over Indiana, Ohio, 
lowa. and all the conticuous States? Where 
would drainage commence? Shail the Lower 
Mississippi drown out the Upper Mississippi? 

But allow Eads to be right and the aysurdity 
that the bottom will cut out along e whole 
length of the river if it be narrowed; ‘then to 
accommodate the great bulk of water bow in 
the Mississippi it would have to cut 352 feet deep 
below the normal level, and the banks wauld be 
perfectly perpendicular for that hight. Mother 
impossibility: As the banks would go, and the 
levees also unless the commission heid them by 
some sort of a suspender, the entire proposition 
of cutting out the bottom by impeding its flow 
is similar to a man trying to raise himseif by 
his boot-straps; it could only raise the leveis of 
both water-surface and river-bed.”’ 

Still Congress goes on listening to Eads and 
his crowd, as though they were not supporting 
seif-evident swindles. 

McMillan’s Magazine, a tew years ago, when 
there was a terrible inundation of the Po, told 
tho story of the experience of the people on that 
river as follows: 

“It is hard to get at the historical records of 
the river more than 2,000 yeurs ago, though we 
may form a good guess as to its earlier gevlogi- 
cal history. ithin the historical period exten- 
sive lakes and marshes (some of them probably 
old sea lagoons) lay within its plains, since grad- 
ually filled with sediment by periodical floods. 
Great lines of dikes, partly of unaknown an- 
tiguity, border the winding river for a length of 
about 200 miles from Piacenza to its mouth, and 
throughout this course its breadth varies from 
400 to 600 yards. 

Through all its many windings from Chivas- 
so downwards alluvial islands dtversify its 
course, and deserted channels here and there 
mark the ancient aberrations of the river. To 
guard against the devastating effects of floods, 
and to check such aberrations, the dikes were 
raised; and in this contest of man and nature 
the result has been that the alluvial! flats on 
either side of the river outside the dikes have 
for long received but little additioa of surface 
sediment and their level is nearly stationary. 

It thus happens that the most of the sediment 
that in old times would have been spread by 
overtiows across the land is now hurried along 
towards the Adriatic, there, with the heip of the 
Adige, steadily to advance the far-spreadu al- 
lu vial flats that form the deita of the two rivers. 
Asthe embanking of the river went on from 
age to age, 80 just in proportion nas the aunual 
amount of the formation of the delta been ac- 
celerated. The town of Adria. a seaport of the 
Adriatic in the reign of Augustus, is now four- 
teen miles trom the shore, and the ancient 
lagoon of Ravenna bas long since been filled 
up, chiefly by the mud brought down by an 
ancient arm of the Po. 

“But the confined river, unable by annual 
floods to dispose of part of its sediment, just as 
the dikes were increased in hight, gradually 
raised its bottom by the deposition there of a 
portion of the transported material, so that to 
prevent its overtiow it is said that the embank- 
ments have been raised so high that at 


higher than 
houses, and the 


tops of 
safety of the r 
country is a constant source 

anxiety tothe inhabitants. All these dangers 
have been much increased by the wanton de- 
struction of the forests of the Alps and the Ap- 
penines; tor when the sheiter of the wood is 


gone the heavy rains of summer easily wash the 


soilfrom the siopes down into the rivers, and 
many an upland pasture has by this process 
been turned into bare rock. In this way it hap- 
pens that during the historical period the quan- 
tity of detritus borpe onward by the Po has 
much increased; the level of its bottom is, there- 
fore, more ey. raised, and whereas between 
the years 1200 and 1600 the delta advancea on an 
average only about twenty-Hve yards iu a year, 
the increase from 1600 to 1 has been more 
than seventy yards. 

At last a season comes like the present,when 
long-continued rain falls alike on mountains 
and plains, and the floods, swelied by the rapid- 
ly-thawine giaciers, steadily increase the vol- 


ume of the rivers, till at length they rise to the 


very brim of their embankments; and in spite 
of the long-continued precautions of man, the 
rivers, and most of all the Po, have broken 
across their prescribed bounds, and whelmed in 
sheets of water bundredsof square miles of the 
fertile plaius of Lombardy. 

“When these vast lakes subside, or areab- 
sorbed by the air and the soil, who can estimate 
the havoc ana destruction produced by the 
whelming waters, out of which the tree-tops and 
roofs of buildings are now standing? Houses, 
and even churghes, have been swept away. and 
sand and gra bury the meadows: and many a 
—— must pass before the 20,000 families now 

ouseless shall, by unremitting labor, restore 
the ravaged fleids to their old fertility. It isa 
bard thing to say, but such is one of the almost 
inevitable results of man’s strugagie with great 
rivers, when for ages he has striven to confine 
them. But by foresight and skill much may be 
done; and if the great old forests of the mount- 
ains were allowed to reassert themselves, the 
recurring danger would in time become less than 
now. But to be ever nearly safe, dredging must, 
if possible, be added toembanking, 80 as to keep 
the long incline of the river bottom at an aver- 
age level; otherwise the time in the far future 
must come when nature will of necessity over- 
come even the best directed efforts of mau.“ 

All the difficulties experienced in the applica- 
tion of the false system to the Po would be 
muitiplied by bundreds in respect to the Missis- 
sippi River, that is peculiarly unmanageable, 
put only because it is monstrous, but because it 
winds through loose soil, often changes its chan- 
nei in ways that seem wonderful, but remains 
singularly crooked, and on account of tributa- 
ries that are small Mississippis, and must iu turn 
be protected by embankments to guard not ooly 
against their own floods, but backwater from 
the Father of Floods.

I 
will go farther and say that every cubic yard of 
earth and rock dispose@of in this way the State 
can seli to individuals in the form of lots for two 
or three times as much as it wouid cost to put it 
there, and to the truthfulness of this proposi- 
tion | invite the most careful investigation. 
Now, if this be true, why should the State trans- 
fer all these advantages to the General 
Government, as it is trying to do? 
Or why should this farmer carry the bill 
from his farm, and then get other earth to fill 
the hollow? The outside barbor and dockage 


‘have to be made., and the canal has to be eu- 


larged, and there has to be some place to de- 
posit the earth and rock when excavated, and 
there has to be earth and rock found some- 
where with which to make the outside harbor 
anil dockage. lexpect that it hi be said that 
this is too big and expensive an enterprise to be 
seriously thought of. What difference does it 
make whatit costs so long as it pays its own 
way and furnishes a revenue besides? It is, of 
course, a perfect solution of the water and sew- 
age question and a partial solution of the bridge 
question, and it connects the great chain of 
lakes with the Mississippi River and all its trib- 
utaries, and that, too, without cost.

No stopping of course. But I was desperate— 
had anengagement. Sawa man standing on 
the rear platform with space enougd between 
bis feet for another foot. I made a spring and 
succeeded in planting one foot there. But I 
could only grasp the railing with one hand, 
therefore would have been compelled to drop 
off again into the street bad I not shouted to the 
passengers: Please grasp my arm or I shall 
fall off." Two kindbearted men did 80, and 
bere I am recording my experience in trying te 
get a ride (by paving for it) on the West Side. 

Now, sir, if Lam to live on the West Side, I 
want tostand up for her rights. | want to be 
proud of that part of town. But I can plainly 
see that Wo is me it they don't have more 
facilities for conveyance Over there. 

Is it possible that in a great growing city like 
this, lying as flat as a pancake, with wide streets 
and prairie all about, there can be for a single 


day such a reity of horse-cars on such a line 
as [have m oned! 
It would to mostof us that there could 


be furnished a few extra cars from 5 to 7 o'clock 
p.m. If not, then welcome a subterranean or 
superterranean line that shail waft us out, 
through, or under rivers, bridges, et al., to our 
quiet homes with the maximum of comfort and 
thé minimum of delay and vexation of spirit. 
And they tell me that Madison street, and in 
fact ali other lines, are in about the same con- 
dition at just the time of day when the most de- 
serving people of all mogt need help. But what 
are they going to do aboutit? Probably noth- 
ing, if, asis pretty well understood to be the 
case, the West Side Railroad Company are in 
the habit of sending each Alderman a package 
of fifty tickets annually. E. N. A.

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Health- History of Houses. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Curcaaco, April 5.—In a recent number of the 
New York Medical Record is an editorial sug- 
gesting that the Boards of Healta in all towns 
and cities keep a record of the health of rented 
houses, and that these records be open to public 
inspection. The suggestion is a good one—one 
that has often occurred to me—and 1 take this 
occasion to urge it upon the Board of Health of 
the City of Chicago, aud I give my reasons there- 
for. 

I. It is well known that landlords are very 
averse to giving tenants any information rela- 
tive to the sanitary condition of their buildings. 
It is niso equaily notorious that owners or agents 
who have houses to sell will not give any in- 
formation on this point, The reason is obvious. 
Recently, or within the last decade, people ure 
more generaily informed of the dangers of 
sewer-gus and other noxious miasms, and are 
disposed to be more prudeot. But in a great 
and growing city like Chicago, where it is very 


dificult to procure houses to live in 
at all, people are willing to run 
great risks rather than go the 


trouble of an investigation which must neces- 
sarily be difficult and adnuying. The owner or 
ugent will not give any information, and the 
former tenants can rarely be found. In the 
hurry of annual renting, or the bunt for bouses 
by a new-comer, they hastily rent a building and 
move into it, only to find that they are the vic- 
tims of all sorts of noxious influences that bring 
disease and death. 

2. It is evident then that little can be expected 
of landiord or tenant in the way of sanitary n- 
formation. To whom shell the public look? The 
results of my observation lead me to believe 
that plumbers and sewer-builders are generally 
in leygue with the owners and agents of build- 
ings who wish to sell or rent. This may seem a 
barsh uccusation, but my professional duties 
often impel me to inform the tenant that the 
house be lives in is ina bad sauitary condition. 
Woat oceurs? He complains to the landlord or 
agent. They senda plumber or sewer- builder, 
und they pretend to amine the premises. 
Karely do they send a real expert—wvencrally 
sume boy or stupid journeyman. They smell 
around the premises, open the catch- basins, take 
up a few boards, and tell the tenant that the 

remises are free from s§ewer-gas; that all the 

ad smells arise trom “dead rate Now 
dead rats are the great “stronghold” of the 
plumber who wishes to please the landlord or 
hide bis owniguorance or deception. He re- 
ports the same to the landlord, with a knowing 
wink, and the landlord says to the tenant: * My 
house is in good condition; I can do nothing 
more. Knowing these tricks, | have often ad- 
vised the suffering tenagt to employ’a plumber 
from a portion of the city remote from the in- 
fluence of the landlord, and give him a good fee 
for an honest investigation. The resuit is, in 
nine cases outof ten, that he shows in a short 
time, by unmistakable proofs, the place or places 
from which issue the poisonous gases. If neces- 
sary lcould give numerous instances illustrat- 
ing these assertions. They occur every year in 
my practice, and under circumst#nces not at all 
flattering to the decency and honor of prom- 
inent citizens, 

3. Another reason why a record of the bealth 
of bouses should be kept by the Board of Health 
hat such a record would be of great value to 
the property of the city at large, as well as the 
individual welware of the thousands who annu- 
ally come to Chicago to make a home. it might 
be dificult ut first to commence such a record, 
but with due diligence it could be managed. For 
instance: A tenant, after leaving a house, shouid 
be cow pelled to report to the board, verbally or 
in writing, the number and nature of 
the cases of iliness Gaccurring in bis fam- 
iiy during the occupancy of the house. 
It is a duty which few would refuse, for at the 
same time that ne makes his statement he could 
consult the records relating to the house he 
thinks of renting. The récords sbould be under 
the keeping of the Sanitary Inspector, or some 
one appoiuted to inspect the plumbing or sey- 
erage of all houses built or building. Physicians 
also should be vompelled to report to the same 
authority on the cecurrence of any cases of - 
ness which he believes to be caused by lack of 
good sanitary condidons. 

As an illustration, not drawn from fancy, we 
will suppose that such a record existed, and had 
been kept for several years, and that Mr. A, who 
is looking for a fine house in a good quarter of 
the city, finds one which suits bim at No. —— 
Calumet avenue. It is beautifuily situated, the 
grounds are fine, and his family like it. He asks 
the owner if the sewerage is in good condition, 
and receives the usual answer that itis. But 
Mr. A bas been caught by unbealthy houses, and 
is wary, and goes to consult the records at the 
Boara of Heaith. The Inspector turns to page 
—, No. —— Calumet avenue, and reads as fol- 
lows: 

“ Five years ago Mr. L. occupied the house. 
During that year his family, including several 
children, all bad sore throat nearly all the time. 
Com plained of constant gausea; headache every 
morning, with geveral languor and debility. 
Com plained to the owner that there were bad 
smells in the lower portion of the house, espe- 
cially in the morning, and when the wind was in 
the east. Servants got sick in a few weeks and 
bad to leave. Owner sett a plumber, who said 
it was caused by ‘dead rats. The next year the 
tenant did not want to leave the house, as the 
neighborhood was pleasant, and he thought be 
would try it another yéar, That winter his chil- 
dren had scariet-fever im a malignant form. 
The physician reports that the cumplicadons 
were certainly due to sewer-gas poisoning, and 
were not due to the seariei-fever. One child 
died, two others were sick several weeks. Owner 
would not attend to the sewerage. A sewer- 
builder was procured from the West Side, who 
took up the floor and found that the sewer-pipe 
had separated at the joints, and the waste of the 
water-closets and sink bad saturated the soil. 
The owner was called in. lie cursed the physi- 
cian and sewer- builder, and bad new sewer pipe 

ut in. 

jurupe, leaving bis nephew and another young 
man and a housekeeper to take care of the 
house. During the summer the nepbew bad 
spinal-meningitis, bis friend bad to quit sleep- 
— in the house, owing to the constant head- 
aches commencing in the morning, and the 
housekeeper bad an attack of typhoid-fever, 
Der B. reports that the house in a bad condition 
not fit to live in, and writes to Mr. L. not to 
come back to house with nis family. He is 
obliged to come back, but goes to a hotel, while 
his wife, who is determined to tind the cause—as 
the owner refuses—has the premises examined 
under ber own observation. She reports that 
on openipg the partitions where the soil pipe 
comes down from the water-closet, that the lead 
pipe was cracked in several. places, from which 
oozed abominable smeiig, And some semi-liquid 
filth. A new cast-iron soil pipe was put in, and 
the family moved into the house, but the chil- 
dren svon lost their health and color. The next 
spring this family left the house. 

“1879. Mr. 8. moved into this house. During 
the summer a child had several attacks of 
cholera jnfantum. Aithougb none of the chil- 
dren in the block were similariy atfected. The 
physician, Dr. R., reports that the air in the 
house is bad, and that he had to order the child 
uway to the country to regover. In the winter 
of this year ali the family were ill with the 
culiar sore throat and gastric troubles which 
arise from sewer-gas. An investigation by our 
inspector show that the sewer emptied 
into tho lake and not into the 
street in front, and duruig an east wind the 
xmas was biown up into the house. 
There were no traps of a suitable character in 
the waste-pipes. The tenant at hisown expense 
had ventilating-pipes put in ing above the 
root. and some traps when it med absoluteiy 
necessary. He remained another yeur, during 
which there was no report of unusual sickness. 

1881. This house Was occupied by Mr. W., who 
reports that, while the family escaped any seri- 
ous lilness, they were annoyed by bad smells in 
the basement, and the servants, who would not 
keep their rooms ventilated, were sick a great 
portion of the time. A neighbor suggested that 
the catch-basin had better be examined. At 
first it could not be found, The owner had vo 
plan of the sewerage. Finally the catch-basin 
was tound under the laundry, and bad not been 
cleaned for several years; bad overtiowed to the 
depth of several inches and suaked into the 
sand. The stench arising was such that no one 
a remain in the house while it was cleaned 
ou 

Here we will end the record. As I said before 
it is no fancy sketch, but one that I had persona 
cognizance of. Now, if such a faithful record 
was kept would it not be of value to the people 
of the city and a e 2 ey Saad
